Wheat in New York. 


John Hurlbut, cf Arkport, Steuben county, 
New York, gives the method of farmers there of 
growing wheat, which may not be undeserving of 
of the attention of cthers? 

Much more attention is being paid to the pro- 


duction of this staple cropthan formerly, and far- 
mers are beginning to find out that it can be rais- 
ed successfully on something else besids ‘new 
land,” and that, by proper tillage, the soil is ac- 
tually growing better, instead of poorer, in its 
culture. The usual course pursued here is ti 
“summer fallow” iti June, turning under a good 
cout of clover; plow about seven inches deep; har- 
rovi thoroughly, and cross-plow just before sow- 
ing. We usually sow in the last days of Auguet 
or the first of September, at the rate of two bush- | 
els to tke Were. The seed should te previously | 
soaked for twelve Hdurs in strong brine, and then | 
coated with unslacked lime. We use the ‘Soule’ 
wheat, thinking it will yield five bushels per aero | 
more than any other variety known with us. ‘The 
average product is about 25 bushels per acre.— 
The quantity of land sown, and the ayerage pro- 
duct per acre, are steadily increasing. The aver-
